INCORPORATION NCORPORATION of labor unions is again 
OF UNIONS. being discussed ; favorably by the impar- 
tial public, unfavorably, if at all, by organ- 


ized labor. The prominence given by the coal strike to labor mat- 


ters generally is responsible for its revival and public sentiment will 
keep it alive. The demand for incorporation of labor unions fol- 
lows an account of stock which business men and manufacturing 
concerns have carefully taken. An inventory of the sort named 
credits the business man and the manufacturer with an ever-growing 
stock of responsibility; the labor union with none. ‘That is, before 
the Law. Responsibility, in fact, it studiously avoids. While talk- 
ing in injured tones of capital’s treatment of labor, unionism main- 
tains a deep and dignified silence as to labor’s treatment of capital. 
Though it holds capital to strict account in all moves affecting 
organized labor, unionism, for its varied acts, is accountable to no 
one. Contracts it may break at will, but employees must observe 
them. Public work it may delay by sympathetic strikes, but no 
public man may complain. If he does, he is “labor's foe.” It 
may cause a bridge-maker to exceed his time limit, a contractor to 
violate his agreement, a construction company to pay heavy forfeits, 
but all three, the bridge-maker, the contractor and the construction 
company must treat unionism, invariably, with scrupulous fairness. 
Otherwise, they become “ Oppressors.” Unionism is here. It has 
come to stay, and so forth, but at present it asks for more than it 
proposes in return to give. It demands all the protection and pri- 
vilege which the Law provides, while tirelessly dodging the respon- 
sibilities it imposes. ‘That this is an ideal arrangement — except for 
the union leaders— American citizens are unprepared to admit. 
Naturally they ask, why should unionism oppose incorporation ? 
No honest concern or body of men need fear it. Contract breaking, 
it is true, might prove costly to an incorporated union, but contract 
breaking is not, and never will be, an indispensable adjunct of upright 
methods. Incorporation would give to organized labor a status 
which nothing else could bestow, a union applying for incorpora- 
tion being the best possible guarantee that its members intend 

to be business-like, law-abiding men. Straightway, their 
public prestige would increase, and in the same 
degree, their cause would prosper. Labor can . 
advance no argument against incorporation save sth aah 
that it would discourage lawlessness, reduce the 
number of broken pledges between employee and 
employer and prevent misuse of union funds by 
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hard knocks against the world. No more old fogy ideas about experi- 
ence being the best teacher. Simply a stamp, a mail box, a professor 
far away and—triumph. The notion is pleasing. It does away with 
those unpleasant sessions with the midnight oil which old people 
often refer to and young people often dislike. It exposes the folly, 
likewise, of our college system, whereby four years are consumed in 
expounding what correspondence schools can, and do teach, in six 
months. And all this, in “spare time!” It is marvelous, truly, but 
much too slow. Education by mail is already out of date, the day of 
the telegraph school being close at hand. Why consume six months 
learning to be a preacher, an artist or a short story builder when the 
thing may be done in quarter the time? Think of the hours lost 
while questions and answers rest in the mail bags! Take to the tele- 
graph, educators all; and if not to the ticker, to the long-distance 
telephone. <A fortune waits for him who founds the first telegram 
school. His venture will be rich in profit. By mail we may get 
strong, stay so, sleep at night, get up refreshed, learn to run a loco- 
motive, play ping-pong, be a trained nurse, draw funny pictures, stop 
stammering and sell our homes. But these take weeks; that ’s the 
drawback. What may not “Ae dav bring forth when the wires come 
to aid us? 


BOYCOTT’S eh COTT is no new word in American affairs 
NEW DIGNITY. but it has received a brand-new dignity 
at the hands of one Dowie. Mr. Dowie, who 
founded a religious community in the West and called it Zion, is a 
simple, puritanical soul. His community was to have been self 
supporting but somewhere in the mechanism a cog lost its place and 
the head Zionite got in debt. His creditors, Chicago business men, 
endeavored to collect, whereupon the reverend gentleman called them 
all “miserable curs” and announced that a Christian boycott would 
straightway be declared against them. Brother Dowie no doubt 
was greatly vexed, as indeed he might well be, considering the 
character of the insult offered. He owed men money and they 
actually demanded payment! Such a display of worldly grossness 
any first-class Zionite would resent. When the sect withdrew from 
the world, they supposed it generally understood that they withdrew 
as well from worldly obligations. Of course, a shopping tour to the 
world might be made occasionally, but under no circumstances was 
celestial Zion to be soiled by earthly bills or charged accounts. ‘This 
system, of course, is not original with the Zionites, but other people 
who employ it are known by a different, and far less charitable, 
name.
